currencies, other than those remittances received pursuant *o an undertaking 
or those received for meeting any specific obligation to— 

(i) open and maintain in India, with an authorised dealer, an account 
expressed in foreign currency and to credit to such account an 
amount not exceeding 15 fa of such remittances, 

(ii) operate such account. 

Provi led that withdrawals from such account, other than for remittances 
outside India for such purposes as may be advised through the 
A.D. Circular, are allowed by the authorised dealer only in Indian 
rupees at market rate prevailinc on the day of such withdrawal.
